Mr. William Davin, T.D., was 
called and examined by Judge 
Davitt about two speeches he made 
during the election campaign. 

Judge Davitt—In the course of 
a speech you are reported to have 
made at Moneygall you are re- 
ported as saying: “He challenged 
Mr. de Valera to state why he or 
the representatives of the Govern- 
ment had pressed for the hearing 
of certain evidence in private, and 
if he could explain why the Tri- 
bunal.. adjourned the hearing of 
further evidence until. after the 
election.” Will you explain that?— 
It is a fact that the Tribunal did 
adjourn until after the election. 

What was in your mind?—l was 
under the impression, perhaps 
wrongly, that representations had 
been made to the Tribunal, per- 
haps by the Attorney-General, to 
adjourn until after the election. 

How did that impression come 
to your mind?—Rightly or wrongly, 
1 was left under that impression.

large part of the Cherbour 
Peninsula, isolating in the rn 
4 force of Germans estimated as 
being between 25,000 and 40,000 
men. For the moment, therefore, 
the great port of Cherbourg has 
been cut off from the main body 
of the German Army. Its value 
to the invading forces hardly 
could be over-estimated, since it 
is one of Europe’s finest trans- 
Atlantic ports, and up to the 
present the Allies have been 
depending for their reinforcements 
on comparatively tiny harbours. 
Allied reports declare that a fairly 
strong wedge has been driven 
across the peninsula; but they 
admit that it is not held in any 
great strength. For that reason 
the military ' situation at the 
moment may be described as 
“ fluid.” Cherbourg is a powerful 
fortress. There is small doubt 
that it will be defended stoutly 
by the Germans, who are in a 
position similar to that which they 
occupied not very long ago in 
Sebastopol. There is this differ- 
ence—that the Allies have virtually 
undisputed control of sea com- 
munications. Nevertheless, the 
Germans are expected to give a 
good account of themselves; 
and most of the Allied commen- 
tators warn their people that 
progress towards Cherbourg is 
likely to be slow. While the 
Americans have been thrusting 
forward in the peninsula, the 
British in the neighbourhood of 
}Caen have-been relatively inactive. 
Captain Sertorius, Germany's 
military observer, however, states 
that General Montgomery has 
been reinforcing his troops.in this 
area, and that only a fraction of 
the forces at his immediate 
disposal has been brought into 
action yet. He adds that “ a major 
British offensive " along the whole 
line may be expected within the 
next few days, to take the place 
of those local attacks which have 
been a feature of recent fighting. 
Within the last week the Allied 
bridgehead in Normandy has been 
both widened and deepened. 
British and Americans alike have 
met growing German opposition, 
but nowhere, not even in the 
peninsula,- has there been an 
engagement on a really big 
scale. On both sides casualties 
have been severe. The German 
defenders are fighting with 
determination. Marshal Rommel 
is using all his tactical skill in an 
effort to hold up the Allied 
advance, pending the arrival of 
German reinforcements; but the 
German bulletins admit freely 
that the weight both of men and 
‘of materials is increasing steadily 
against him. Above all, the 
British and Americans enjoy an 
almost overwhelming superiority 
in the air. 

Russia’s intentions are not yet 
clear. So far, the Red Army has 
made no attempt to mount a 
large-scale offensive in the centre, 
although it was expected generally 
that the Anglo-American invasion 
of France would synchronise with 
a renewed thrust in the direction 
of Lemberg and Warsaw. On the 
other hand, the Soviet High Com- 
mand has launched a particularly 
fierce attack against the Finns in 
the Karelian Isthmus. The new 
Mannerheim Line was pierced 
some days agó; and it was 
announced yesterday that Marshal 
Govorov’s three-pronged advance 
towards Viborg had brought the 
Russians to a point only some 
fifteen miles from that vital 
centre. Hitherto, only Finnish 
troops seem to be opposed to the 
Russian attackers The German 
General Dietl still is in northern 
Finland, where he is holding 
the useful port of Petsamo. 
Whether or not he will come to 
the aid of the hardly-pressed 
Finnish troops in Karelia remains 
to be seen. In the meantime, 
Viborg is being bombarded 
heavily by the Red Air Force; 
and the Russians are stated to be 
massing paratroops and landing 
craft in Estonian harbours 
in readiness for an invasion of 
Finnish territory. In Italy, 
Gerieral Alexander’s armies seem 
to be making rapid progress, 


to a distance of about 130 miles 
to the north of Rome. Yester- 
day it was reported that they had 
entered the little town of Assisi, 
birth-place of the gentle Francis, 
which, although it has only 8,000 
people, has two magnificent 
Gothic churches - adorned by 
some of the finest frescoes of 
Giotto and Cimabue. Every 
civilised man must pray that this 
little town will be spared 
from the ruthless hand of 
devastation. One must hope also 
that Perugia, from the outskirts 
of which fighting is reported, 
may escape. This city, with 
nearly 80,000 inhabitants, con- 
tains much of the most notable 
work of Perugino. In the fifteenth 
century, it was the centre of the 


| Umbrian school of painting, and, 
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decisive victories over . the 
ancient Romans. Twenty centuries 
of Christian civilisation have not 
brought the world so very far, 
after all. sf 


The Bare Essentials 


_ In ¢onsidering proposals for 
improved conditions—especially 
housing conditions—for people in 
Irish cities, towns and country 
districts, it is easy to overlook the 
basic essentials. One is inclined 
to take for granted such things as 
water supply and sewage disposal 
services, without which no worth- 
while housing scheme can be 
carried out; yet the fact is that 
many Irish towns still are without 
one or both of these services. In 
the “Handbook of National 
Planning” a table is given, from 


j which it appears that no fewer 


than 97 towns and villages, with 
a population of 200 or more, are 
without piped water supplies, and 
220 without sewage systems. No 
estimate is available, of course, 
of the number of smaller popu- 
lated places and individual 
dwellings in the rural areas which 
suffer from the same disability. 
It is certain, however, that 
thousands of the population are 
still living in conditions which, 
from the point of view of sanita- 
tion, cah only be described as 
primitive. To plan improved 
housing schemes for these people, 
before the basic services are 
provided, is to put the cart before 
the horse. Effective water and 
sewage systems are as necessary to 
good houses as are foundations. 
It is understood that the Depart- 
ment of Local Government’ is 
planning to extend piped water 
supplies from the ‘Poulaphouca 
lake to towns such as Skerries, 
Celbridge, Kilcock, and a great 
part of northern Co. Kilkenny. 
In spite of this sign of aware- 
ness, however, it would seem that 
a water survey for the whole 
country would serve a useful 
purpose. Closely linked with 
these problems is the question of 
electricity supply for the nation at 
large. The Government already 
has announced its scheme for 
rural electrification, which is to 
be undertaken after the war at a 
cost: of about twenty millions. 
It is a vast undertaking, calling 
for the fullest development of 
our hydro-electrical resources; 
but rural housing conditions 
cannot be improved very much 
—or farming methods made 
thoroughly efficient—without it. .

THE FARMER AND THE 
LAW | 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sirn,—When a farmer buys land, 
marries, gets summoned or dies, 
services are rendered by a solicitor, 
followed by a bill of costs, often 
the subject of comment adverse to 
the solicitor. The farmer does 
not always appreciate that his bill 
may contain large items of outlay, 
such as stamp duty, death duty, 
court fees and registration fees, nor 
does he realise to what extent his 
solicitor plays the part of tax col- 
lector. . 

There must be few farmers who 
have heard of the Land Registry 
i Fee Order, 1944, yet here is an 
order which affects them detrimen- 
tally and almost exclusively. It 
is one of the silent type of Order 
that sneaks into existence under 
the hand of the Minister for. Jus- 
tice with the consent (dictation) of 
the Minister for Finance, neither 
farmer nor solicitor, the persons 
affected thereby, ' sone consulted. 
The land registry fee, for example, 
on a transfer of land on marriage— 
poor law valuation. £30—has been 
increased from £2 5s. Od. to 
£4 1s. Od. Fee’ on other dealings 
with land are likewise increased. 

The increases will mean many 
thousands annually to farmers, 
and surely this order should not 
escape unnoticed by deputies of 
Clann na Talmhan. It is ba 
enough that it should have so far 
escaped serious notice, by the Com- 
mittee of the Incorporated Law 
Society of Ireland.—Yoirs, etc.,

DIVIDENDS 


Mr. Frank Lemass, Secretary, 
Dublin Transport Company, said 
that for the first time in six years 
there was an increase in 1943 in the 
interim dividend on the Ordinary 
stock of the company. On July 
13th, 1943, it was 3 per cent., as 
against 2 per cent., and the market 
value of the stock went up from 
22s. to 24s. In 1942 thev paid a 
final dividend of 4 per cent. on 
the Ordinary stock, which; together 
with the interim dividend, made 6 
per cent. for the first time for a 
considerable number of years. In 
April, 1943, there was a consider- 
able drop in the value of the 
shares owing to the announce- 
‘ment of the discontinuance of a 
number of buses when they had 
fixed the curfew at 9.30. The shares 
dropped from 24s. 3d. to 20s. 3d. 
Then they moved up gradually to’ 
22s. 3d.; in July they reached 24s., 
and by the end of the year 26s. 
In 1942 the number of trans- 
actions on the Preference shares was 
119; stock value £29,280. In 1983 
there were 162 transactions; stock 
value £26,110. On the Ordinary 
‘Stock in 1942 there were 472 
transfers, value £74,680, and in 1943 
421 transfers, value £75,420. Regard- 
ing Debentures, the number of 
transactions in 1942 was 23, and in 
1943 it was 30. The nominal value 
was £6.300 in 1942 and £23,700 in 
1943. There was one. transaction, 
however, of £16,500, where the com- 
pany held its own debentures and 
sold them in January, 1943, so if 
that transaction was left out the two 
years were more or less comparable. 

“I knew that something was going 
on,” replied Mr. Lemass, when asked 
if he had any knowledge of the 
details of the scheme published in 
October. He added that he knew 
that Mr. Reynolds was frequently 'n 
the Department of Industry and 
Commerce and he knew that he was 
in touch with Mr. Flynn.

GAIETY THEATRE 
“ THEY BURN IN AIR” 


If this play by Ralph Kennedy 
and May Carey.had not wasted so 
much precious time at the start in 
developing some characters at the 
expense of others-its theme might 
have become clearer. The characters 
that are well devloped survive to 
the end, but with the drifting out 
of the others the theme: remains 
somewhat hazy, although the play 
closes well in a scene that is played 
finely by May Carey and Val 
Vousden. ’ 

In Brunty Castle, near Clashmeen, 
we had, for some considerable 
time after the curtain rose upon it, 
the ingredients, in the modern way, 
of old stage-Irish comedy. 

It is through the dreamer son, 
Michael, that the play begins to 
take a direction somewhat unusual 
for its scene, which makes it much 
better towards the end than it 
promised to become at the begin- 
uing. Michael has the young man’s 
notions of remoulding the world 
nearer to his heart’s desire. The 
time is 1919, and some soldiers are 
moving a store of ammunition in 
the neighbourhood. A bomb 
explodes, and the incident is traced 
in its origin to him. A soldier dies, 
and he is tried on the capital 
charge. 

The reaction on Brunty Castle 
of this overturning of its accus- 
tomed way becomes centred around 
his mother, Lady Mary. Two or 
three characters begin to fade out, 
but the sensitive playing that Alan 
McClelland brought to the part of 
Michael keeps him alive in the 
play. although, visually, he has gone 
from it. The old .butler and the 
old housekeeper reach grand 
heigh:: of loyalty, and the local 
doctor, played capably, but not so 
richly, by Cecil Barror remains not 
far behind them. 

The play, however, suffers to the 


between - its theme and its 
characters with which it starts. It 
has a reticence, too, in the state- 
ment of the nature of circumstances 
surrounding its major incident, 
which has the effect of holding it 
back. Yet, playing against these 
defects, May Carey made a fine 
study of the mother, who tends to 
lose our sympathy, yet holds it to 
the very nicely restrained ending. 

The excellent production by 
Laurence Elyan should remain 
memorable for its very finished play- 
ing, particularly for that of Val 
Vousden, as the old butler. Liam 
Gaffney gave an attractive interpre- 
tation of the spendthrift brother; 
Austin Meldon had material for one 
of his good studies, as the superin- 
tendent, and Daphne Carroll had a 
few moments in which she enlarged 
her small part towards the end. 
Smaller parts were capably filled by 
W. J. Foley and T. J. Nolan.

GENERAL SIR A. R. 
CAMERON 


General Sir Archibald Rice 
Cameron, ‘G.B.E., who died in 
Edinburgh yesterday, commanded 
the British troops in Northern 
Ireland from 1922 until 1925. Born 
in 1870, he entered the Army, 
joining the Black Watch in 18 
and became Captain in 1899. His 
promotion was rapid, the rank of 
General being attained by him in 
1936. He served in the Great War, 
in which he was wounded and was 
also mentioned in despatches. 

When serving in Northern 
Ireland he directed the use of 8 
howitzer against a force which wag 
gathered in the Beleek-Pettigo area 
and drove it into the negal 
mountains. 


MAJOR J. ALEXANDER 


Major John Alexander, who died 
at Milford House, Co. Carlow, on 
Saturday, at the age of 93, was a 
son of Mr. John Alexander, who 
was M.P. for Co. Carlow. Major 


Alexander was educated at Upping- . 


ham, Cambridge and Sandhurst, and 
joined the Ist King’s Dragoon 
Guards in 1872. He served in 
India and South Africa, and dis- 
tinguished himself in the Zulu War, 
in whic;. he is said to have captured 
the chief, Cetewayo. On his retire- 
ment from the Army he travelled 
in Tibet He also toured North 
America, and later acquired a large 
property in Kenya. In Irish hunt- 
ing circles he was a popular figure. 
He built up the well-known Milford 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and 
was a frequent prize-winner at 
R.D.S. shows. 


REV. W. LOFTUS COADE 


The Reva W. Loftus Coade, 
whose death in Dublin is announced, 
was one of the senior ministers of 
the Methodist Church in Ireland. 
Born in Killarney eighty-five years 
ago, Mr. Coade spent some years 
in business in Dublin, and entered 
the ministry of the Church in 1886. 
He served in many of the lea 
Circuits, including Sandymount, 
Sligo, Athlone and Waterford. On 
his retirement from the full work of 
the Ministry he took _ pastoral 
charge of the Ringsend Church, 
Dublin, and during his term there, 
largely owing to his enthusiasm, the 
present useful hall was erected.
